pupils m attendance therein, 466,410. Attmdnnte 
The total ineicasc in the number of these schools within the year was, therefore 
211, and of pupils, 23,606. 

, 3. On referring to our Eeport for the year 1846, it will be found that the 
increase in the attendance during that year was 37,294. The diminished amount 
M increase m 1846, as compared with the amount of increase in 1845, may be 
lairly aseribod to the prevailing distress, which has compelled parents to obtain 
employment for their children on the public works. From subsequent returns 
received by us, we have reason to apprehend, that the decrease in the daily 
average attendance will be much greater this year, than it was in 1846. 

+ schools in operation, we have promised grants BuIIdln"- Grants, 

owards the building of 335. Of these grants, 154 have been undertaken by us ** 
aming the past year ; and the grants, when paid, will amount to £1 1,50 1 17 j. Qd. 

Ihese 335 schools, when comjHeted, will afford accommodation to 3L461 addi- 
tional pupils. 

5. The number of schools struck off the roll during the year 1846, for vai-ious 
causes specified in the Appendix, was 85. Fourteen others have been suspended, 
but not withdrawn. The number of our schools, including both- those in Total numbsr of 
operation, and those towards the, erection of which we have promised aid, was,, at Scliools. 
the close of the year 1846, 3,986i and the actual and expected attendance of 
pupils, 487,871.

7. Of the 3,986 Schools on our roll on the 31st of December, 1846, there are 
1,601 in the province of Ulster, 919 in Munster, 932 in Leinster, and 534 in 
Connaught. 

Applleatioos for 8. During the year 1846, we had under consideration o73 applications for new 
new Schools. Schools, to 353 of which wc have been enabled to make grants, either for build- 
ing or ’for salaries. The remaining applications, viz., 220, were rejected for 
various reasons.

Dublin. attended, and efficiently conducted. The number of children on the rolls, on the 

30th September, 1846, was,— males, 036 ; females, 429 ; and infants, 303 ; making 

a total of 1,368. ^ i -i .ix i x 

10. It is a remarkable and gratifying fact, that the average daily attendance at 
our Model Schools in Dublin is not diminished, but is cven_ higher, during the 
present calamitous season, than it has been at any i’ormer period. 

Separate Religious n. The arrangements for the separate religious instruction of thcchildron ot 
Instruetion. pcrsiiasions attending these schools, and also of the Teachers in training, 

continue to be carried into effect every Tuesday, under the respective Clergj-meu, 
with punctuality and satisfaction. Previously to the arrival of the Clergymen, 
each of the Teachers iu training is employed in giving catechetical, and other 
relio-ious instruction, to a small class of children belonging to his own coraiuunion. 
The°se teachers attend their respective places of worship on Sundays ; and every 
facility is given, both before and after Divine service, as well as at other tunes, 
for their spiritual improvement, under the directions of their Clerg}% 

Salaries of JV 12. The total amount of salaries paid to National Teachers, for the ycai- 

Teachers. ending 31st December, 1846, was £44,177 1 1 s. (Sd. Calculating the total number 

of teachers at only 4,000, the average amount of salary is £11 to each. 

13. We neither profess, nor are wo authorized by the State, to malce grants 
of saiaiies to teachers, except in aid of local contributions from the patrons ot 
the schools, and from the parents of the children. The salaries supplied by ns 
are to be regarded as only supplementary to those local payments. We have, 
however, long felt that the rates of salaries heretofore paid by us, of which the 
minimum is only £8, and the maximum, except in a few cases, £20, ought, as 
soon as possible, to be augmented.

The number of children on the books belonging to these schook, on the 30th September, loa , 
was 19,067. 
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14. With this vie^^^ amongst others, we haTc applied to Parliament for an Scale of Closafica- 
increase to our grant; and we trust that we shall be enabled, in the course of TeLwSSe? 
the present year, to make a small addition to the salary of each of our teachers. 

We calculate that the sum required for this purpose will be at least £8,000, and 
that the total expenditure, under the head of salaries to teachers, from the 3lst 
of March, 1847, to the 3lst of March, 1848, will amount to about £58,000. 

We have under consideration our present system of classification, with the 
intention of remodelling it ujioii a higher scale of salary, the details of wiiiclx 
will be published in our next Report. 

15. We trust that the arrangement, which has recently received the sanction 
of Government for giving retiring pensions to meritorious teachers in England, 
will, as soon as possible, be extended to this country. 

IG. During the distress that has lately afflicted the country, we have felt it Gratmty to poorer 
our duty to obtain the permi.ssiou of his late Excellency the Earl of Bessborough, Teachers, 
to award gratuities, in addition to their ordinary salaries, to our poorer teachers. 

For this purpose we have expended the sum of about £3,000. This addition, how- 
ever, is not sufficient to counterbalance the increased price of the necessaries of life. 

17. We continue to divide the interest aidsiug yearly from Lord Morpeth’s Loi-d Morpeth’s 
donation of £l,000 amongst a limited number of our teachers, selected for their Donation, 
literary attainments, and for their skill in teaching. With a view, also, of rewarding 
merit of a different, yet very important kind, we have resolved that a sum of £10 
shall he allocated to each of our thirty-four school districts, and disti-ibuted in 
gratuities, varying in amount from £1 to £3, to such of the teachers as are most 
distinguished by the order, neatness, and cleanliness observable in themselves, 
their scholars, and school-houses. 



V.— 18. The receipts from the sale of our school-books to National Schools, Sale of Books, 
continue to increase, and amounted for the last year to £G_,129 16s. 4rf. 

19 The value of the books given as free stock, during the year, to 942 Free Grams. 
National Schools, was £3,142 IG-v. 10^/. By means of this free , stock, every 
National School is furnished, gratuitously, with a reasonable supply of our books 

addition to the usual grants of free stock, we have this year given, 
out of a private fund placed at our disposal, a supply of books and requisites 
to a limited number of schools in the poorest districts, principally m Connaught, 

S'^deLticribr our school-books, not only in England and Scotland, 
but in our Colonies, is rapidly increasing— m Upper Canada especially, where a 
system of National Education, closely resembling our own, has been recently 
established. The Canadian Board of Education ha,vo requested us to supply 
them from time to time with our books, on the usual terms, m order that these 
Dublications may be generally introduced throughout their schools, ihey have 
!ilso solicited us to recommend to them, out of our own 
Master for the Normal School which they are about to found at Toronto. 

VI.-22. We had in connexion with us on the 31st of December, 184ff, ninety- WorkW

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pale and female school, placed m the garden connected with the trainino- 
house. A limited number of the advanced bojs are instructed in the elementary 
principles of agriculture and gardening. These boys are employed for two hours 
each day, after tlie close of their ordinary school business, in working in the 
garden under the direction of their schoolmaster, a young man educated 
for this purpose under ourselves. So far as this experiment has been trier), it has 
been successful ; and we trust that, by means of it, we shall be able to prove to 
all the country masters attending our Normal Establishment, that in a small 
country school like this, literary and agricultural instruction may bo so united, tluit 
the two operations may not only not counteract, but actually promote each other. 

31. Ill our last Report we stated that six free scholarships, of £o each, had 
been founded by us in the Clogban and Loughash Agricultural Schools. The 
beneficial effects of this arrangement having been experienced, we have endowed 
a like nuinber_ of agricultiirnl scholarships in the Larne Agricultural Model 
School, which is admirably conducted, and presents one of the best examples, 
hitherto furnished, of a thorough union of literary and industrial education. 

32. As connected with this mibject, we have to state, tliat arrangements have 
been made in our Female Training Establishment, for giving instruction, on a 
limited scale, in the arts of domestic economy. A portion of the teachers’ time has 
always been devoted to needle-work ; and we have recently, by the establishment 
of a cottage kitchen, provided the means of teaching them cookery in its simplest 
forms, together with washing, mangling, and other branches of household 
management. 

33. The saniG practical character which we ai'e anxious to give to our country 
schools by the raLxture of agriculture with literary instruction, we shall endea- 
vour to give to sucli of our town schools as are situated on the coast, by uniting 
instruction more peculiarly applicable to maritime districts, with the ordinary 
school education. With the view of promoting this object, and of testing its 
practicability, we have made a large grant towards the establishment of a school 
in the town of Galway, at the fishing station called the Claddagh. In this school 
it is proposed, that the pupils shall devote a portion of their time to acquiring 
a knowledge of navigation, and of the art of fishing; and shall be employed in 
manufacturing nets, and the various other articles required by fishermen, in 
their trade. 

IX. — 34. A considerable number of evening schools have of late been opened in 
several parts of the kingdom, affording great advantages to adults, and others 
engaged in various occupations during the day. In order to supply a good 
specimen of the manner in which such schools may be best conducted" we have 
established one, in the commencement of this year, on our premises in Marl- 
borough-street, and another in our school at Glasnevin. No experiment that we 
have made has been more thoroughly successful. The evening school in Slarl- 
borough-street is attended by upwards of 200 persons : some of them are of 
mature age, previously unacquainted with the art of reading ; the great majority 
are young men, between the ages of sixteen and twenty, who had received some 
instruction during their childhood, and are now anxious to gain more. We have 
never witnessed amongst persons, in any class, gi’eater eagerness or aptitude for 
knowledge ; and we are convinced that the elementary education of the poor, 
will begi’eatly promoted by the supplementary instruction to be afforded through 
the means of evening schools, to adults. These evening schools will, in towns, 
form an essential step in the education of the artisan, between the common 
National Schools, and the library and lectures of Mechanics’ Institutions. 

X. — 35. We have trained during the year, and supported at the public expense, 
257 National Teachers, of whom 169 were males and 88 were females. We also 
trained twenty-five teachers not connected with National Schools, and who 
maintained themselves during their attendance in the Model Schools. Of the 257 
teachers of National Schools trained during the year, 13 were of the Esta- 
blished Church, 35 Presbyterians, 1 a Dissenter of another denomination, and 
208 Roman Catholics. 

36. Though we have no actual returns on the subject, we have reason to 
believe that of the 456,410 children educated under us, fully one-seventh are 
Protestants ; which is not less than a fair proportion, as the Protestant poor cer- 
tainly do not exceed one-seventh part of the poor of Ireland.

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37. Of the teachers trained by us four-fifths are usually Roman Catholics ; one- 
fifth, Protestants. They recci\-b tlicir general education together, and they live 
together in perfect harmony. 

3S. It might have been feared, that united education would have experienced, 
in our Training establislmient, its chief obstacles ; yet it is here that its success 
has been tlie most conspicruous. These teachers come from every quarter of 
Ireland ; belong to every race and every religious persuasion in the country; 
arrive strangers to each other, with their habits and opinions fully formed; 
yet no religious di.‘<scn.sion exists among them ; and discipline is easily and 
effectually preserved. 

39. Amongst the teachers at present in training, thirty form a Special class, 
composed of fifteen males and fifteen females, who remain in their respective 
establishments for the space of two years, while the others return to their schools, 
after the completion of a five months’ course. Vacancies as they occur in this 
Special class, are filled up principally by deserving teachers, selected from the best 
of those w’ho have already passed through the ordinary course of training. The 
teachers of this clas.s, besides receiving daily instruction from the lectures of our 
ih-ofessors, aiid practising the art of teaching iu the Model Schools, arc occasionally 
sent out to organize National Scliools in different parts of the country. When their 
course is completed, there is a great demand for their services iu our best schools, 
where they are siu*e to obtain high salaries. 

40. Previously to our being enabled, by increased funds, to establish this Special 
class, it was often objected, with much appearance of reason, to our system of 
training, that it embraced too short a period ; and that, consequently, too much 
was attempted and too little accomplished. 

41. Our answer was, and, so far as relates to our ordinary training course, still 
is, that our first duty w-as to give as much useful kuo^vledge to all the present 
teachers iu Ireland as our means permitted. We had under us several thousand 
schools and teachers. Had we attempted to give a two years’ training to each of 
tlio persons whom we received into our training establishment, wc might, indeed, 
with the insufficient funds at our disposal, have given a superior education to a few, 
but wo must liavG left in comparative ignorance nearly the whole of our National 
Teachers. Besides, even if wc had had the funds for supplying a much more 
lengthened course of instruction, such a course could not have been applicable to 
the. great majority of the teachers who required training. All of them belonged 
to existing schools, from wdiich they could not bo spai-od for a longer period than 
the five months which our ordinary course embraces; most of tliein w'ere 
inarried, and could not be long removed from tluur respective families. We 
were thus compelled, either to gi^'e no training at all to persons so situated, or 
to give them a short course. We adopted the latter alternative ; and it is to be 
remembered, that as this training was applied to persons, who had been all pre- 
viously more or less educated for the profession of teachers, and had already 
practised as such, they were capable, in most instances, of making very con- 
.siderable progress, during the short time allotted for their instruetion, under our 
Professors. Besides, our trained teachers were prepared, and were expected, to 
follow up, in their private studies, with increased advantage, the course on 
w’liich they had entered ; but we never lost sight of the benefits to be derived, 
by a fuller system of instruction, to those whom we should be enabled to keep 
•for a longer time under training. 

42. In our last Report it was announced, that ninety-six Monitors had been 
selected by the Superintendents from the most meritorious pupils in the best 
schools within their respective districts. Two-thirds of these Monitors were to 
be males, and one-third females, and small salaries were allotted to them, varying 
in amount from. £4 to £7 per annum. Our anticipations, as to the result of this 
arrangement, having been realized, we have increased the number of paid Monitors 
to four males and two females iu each district, making in the whole, the total 
number of 204, in the thirty-four school districts into which Ireland is now 
divided. 

48. Since the first formation of our Model Schools, we have employed paid 
Monitors, chosen exclusively upon the ground of merit from the best pupils. 
Small weekly payments, increasing with their several ages and acquirements, 
have been sufficient to induce them to remain in the schools after the usual 
period of learning has ceased, and before they are sufficiently old to be appointed 
as regular teachers in other schools. In this manner wo have provided excellent

assistant tGaeliers at a very sm<a!l expense. Wc have secured for humble talent 
the moans of intellectual advancement ; and have supplied ail the children in 
our schools with the strongest stimulu.s to exertion. Many of these Monitors 
have become Masters ; of whom one is the present Head 're'achor of our Model 
bcliool. Others we have placed, during the last few years, as apprentice clerks 
in our office, where they may be gradually raised to the higher clerkships, and 
ill time, may possibly become Inspectors. 

44. Having thus proved the efficiency of this system of paid Monitors in our 
Model Schools, wc have, according* to our usual course, resolved to extend it 
throughout our other schools, in proportion as we find it to be beneficial, as 
well as acceptable to the country, and in proportion as iuuds arc granted to 
us for the jiurpose. The paid Monitors will be selected from tlie best pupils in 
every district, upon public examination in the District Model Schools, ""when 
those schools are established. We intend that the examination shall be public; 
and in oi'der to prevent the possibility or suspicion of favouritism, that it shall 
be conducted by a Board of three Inspectors ; one, the Inspector of the pai’ticular 
district, the others of adjoining districts. 

N.I. — 45. In our last Report, wc stated that wc had directed our Superintendents 
to inquire regarding the most eligible sites for District Model Schools. Their 
answers having been laid before us, together with several applitrations offering sites, 
the rnajority of such applications have been deemed, on various grounds, ineligible. 
Six sites, however, have at length been selected; and we expect that the erection of 
District Model Schools will be commenced during the present 3’ear at the following 
places, viz., Coleraine, Ballymena, Newry, Bailieborough, Clonmel, andDumnan way. 
It is our intention to establish one of these Schools in each district ; but we find that 
the expense will he so considerable, that, unless Parliament proride us with suffi- 
cient funds for the purpose, wo must proceed in our undertaicing by slow degrees. 

46. In the month of Juno, in 1846, we explained to our Superintendents 
for their own information and that of the Patrons of the several schools within 
their districts, the general plan, upon wliich we proposed that the District 
Model Schools, when founded, should be conducted. 

47. In our circular ^vo stated : — 

That of the thirty-two District Model Schools a certain aumbur should be ostablislird in tho cliief 
towns of Trelaml; the remaiudor, iu smallor towns and villages throiigUout t!io conntvy. 

That each Model School, established in lar^e towns, should consist of an iufant, a inalo, and a female 
school ; and that oaoh of these schools sliould he cipahlo of containing one hundred children. That a 
small play-ground should be annexed to each school; tho whole school premises should ho enclosed 
with a wall, aud contain half an acre at tho least 

That in tho Model Schools, established in the smaller country towns, the .same coiu*sc should be 
followed, with this difference, that in tho place of the infaut school an agricultural school should be 
established. 

That in each District Model School a rosidcuce for the master, and a dormitory to accommodate 
three Candidate Teachers should be attached to the male school. That a residence should be supplied 
to the mistress of the female school, in the neighbourhood of the school, and that one female 
Candidate Teacher should be placeil under her care. 

That the Candidate Teachers should bo boarded and lodged at tho expense of tho Commissioners. 
Tho course of training in the District Model School to last for six months ; so that in each district six 
male and two female teachers should he annually trained — in all 2oG. 

That the Candidate Teachers should be selected, after public examination by the Superintendents, 
from among the paid monitors and other meritorious pupils of National Sehoola within the district; 
and that such of tho Candidate Teachers an should pass with credit through tho hali-yoar course of 
training in tho District Model School, .should be recommended by the siiparinteudont to those patrons 
of schools who apply for teachers. 

Tliat after tlie Candidate Teacher should have passed through tho District Model School ; have 
received the Superintendent’s certificate, and served in a National School for two years, he should 
be summoned to complete his education at the National Model School in Dubliu; hut that previous 
to his admission, he should bo examined by tho Professors iu a course of study which should be pre- 
scribed for all Candidate Teachers ns -soon as they had received their certificates at the District Model 
Schools; and that he should bo rejected unless found thoroughly prepaivd in this prescribed course. _ 

That from all the National Schools in the neighbourhood of each District Model School, a certain 
number of the most deserving pnpils should be annually selected, after public examination, by tbc 
Superintendent, and he admitted os free scholars into the Disti'ict Model School, to act as Monitor's 
therein, and to receive for their services small weekly payments, as is the case with respect to tlie 
Monitors in tho Dublin Model Schools. 

XII. — 48. Wc liave had under consideration, during the yciu%tho arrangement 
referred to in our Elcvcntli Report for increasing the number oi Superintendents 
to thirty-two. We stated in that Report, that the additional inspection thus 
obtained, though a great improvonient, in comparison witli what had hitherto been

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done, fell far short of the amount we considered desirable. The number of National 
Schools has since that time so rapidly increased, that thirty-two Superintendents 
could not, in general, inspect the schools under their charge more than twice in 
each year. We have, therefore, found it necessary to appoint two additional 
Superintendents, and to raise the n\imber of districts to thirty-four. 

49. By this arrangement we have provided the benefits of periodical inspection 
for nearly 4,000 schools ; and tlte number of districts being 34, each Super- 
intendent will have under his care rather more than 117 schools. No 
person, however diligent, can adequately inspect so great a number of Schools; 
and this number is progressively increasing. We have therefore resolved, 
after much consideration, upon appointing experimentally, and by degrees, a 
few Sub-inspectors selected ft-om the fittest of our National Teachers. We 
propose that their salaries, though higher than those of our best teachers 
should be much below those of our Inspectors ; that they sliall, in the first instance, 
be placed in our official establishment, for the purpose of becoming thoroughly 
acquainted with the routine of our official business, and fully conversant 
with all improvements which may, from time to time, have been, introduced 
into our system of teaching, since the period of their own education as masters 
within our walls. 

50. When thus thoroughly qualified to enter on their duties as Sub-inspectors, 
it is intended that they shall be pai-tly employed as auxiliaries to the Inspectors 
in the inspection of schools, but principally as Teachers in organizing new schools, 
and improving such others as are imperfectly conducted. We shall by this 
arrangement, should it be found to work well, ensure at a moderate expense the 
performance of important duties, for which we have hitherto been unable to 
provide ; and shall, at the same time, open a safe and uaturiil channel for the 
advancement of our teachers to the higher offices in our service. 

51. Lastly, and with the view of giving full efficiency to our system of 
inspection, we have appointed four Head Inspectors, with increased salaries, 
who will, imder our direction, exercise a general superintendence over this 
important department. They have been selected, upon the ground of merit alone, 
from the whole body of our Inspector.s. One of them i.s a member of the 
Establi.shed Church — another, a Presbyterian — and two are Roiuan Catholics. 

52. Our Superintendents having been thus divided into three classes, will 
be henceforth designated as Head Inspectors, District Inspcictors, and Sub- 
Inspectors. 

53. When our District Model Schools shall have come into operation, and a 
course of Sub-inspection, such as we have here alluded to, boon establi.shed, the 
general machinery of our system will approach to its completion. We have 
formed this machinery by slow degi'ees. Wc have been governed more by our own 
experience than ^by any preconceived theories. We have adopted nothing 
suddenly, nor until we had proved it by repeated trials on a small scale, and as 
much as possible under our own observation. . 

54. In the series of promotion which we have established, wc have had in view 
the double object of securing the fittest person for each particular duty, and of 
.stimulating to the utmost the exertions of every pupil and officer under us. AVe 
have provided that talent should have the means to i*ise, but that its elevation should 
be gradual ; that each step in its progress should lead naturally to the next ; and 
that, at each stage, the abilities of the person, his disposition and manners, should 
be prepared for the further advancement that awaits him. 'j'he unpaid may 
become a paid Monitor ; the paid Monitor, a Candidate Teacher in one of our 
District Model Schools; then, a Teacher in an ordinary school; next, a Student in 
the ordinai’y training class in Dublin. He may afterwards perhaps be advanced 
into the special training class; may possibly become a Teacher in one of our 
District Model Schools; thence rise to be a Sub-inspector; then an Inspector; 
or,' eventually, a Head Inspector. There will thus be formed a connected 
chain of promotion, of which the first link will bo fixed in the village school, and 
the last in our Central establishment. 

55. It is gratifying to us to find that the course of progressive training and 
advancement, ■which we have thus for years been forming, as our experience and 
means enabled us so to do, is substantially the same as that which, in the month 
of December, 1846, received the sanction of the “ Committee of Council on 
Education,” in England. 

56. In making the above arrangements, however, we beg to inform your 
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Excolleiicy, that wc shall at all times feel bound, as heretofore, to select for 
each particular service the most competent person for its discharge, whether 
previously connected M'ith us or not. 

XIII. — 57. With reference to the fundamental principles of the NationalSystem Principles of tiie 
of Education in Ireland, we have so often adverted to them in our previous National Svstem. 
Reports, that we do not now deem it necessary to enter fully upon the subject. 

.58. It may be necessary, however, to repeat what we have stated in our 
Eleventh Report, that “ by a strict adherence to those fundamental principles, the 
“National Schools ai*e, in a great number of instances, attended by children of 
“ various denominations. But in some districts, where the poorer portion of the 
“ population is almost exclusively of one denomination; or again, where well-con- 
“ ducted schools, confined to those of one denomination, have been previously 
“ established, such intermixture does, of course, not take place. And this has been 
■“held out as a proof of the failure, in those instances at least, of the system of 
“ united education. But the system never was designed to be one of united 
“ education in that senm- ; else, in nmnerous districts in Ireland, in w’hich schools 
“are much needed, it would be wholly inapplicable. The system of united 
“ education, which it was really designed to establish, and which has, in fact, been 
“established, is a system which does not exclude children of any denomination — 

'‘which will admit, without doing violence to conscience, those, of whatever 
“ religious creed, who may wish for education.” 

59. This is the true meaning of our united education plan. It is not a 
necessary part of it, that there should be, in every school, an actual mixture of 
persons of different religious persuasions ; but that every school, supported by 
the common funds of the nation, should be open to all, by keeping the secuhm 
part of education distinct from the religious. 

XIV. — 60. In conformity with our usual practice, the financial account of the 
year’s receipts and expenditure, is made up to the 3 1st of March of this year, and 
the statistics of schools to the 31st of December, 1846. 

61. We submit this as our Report for the last year to your Excellency; and, 
ill testimony thereof, have caused our Corporate Seal to be hereunto affixed, 
this fifth day of .Tunc, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-seven.

Charter of Incorporation granted by Her Majesty to the Board of National Education 
in Ireland. 

VICTORIA, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland Queen 
Defender of the Faith, and so forth, To all to whom these presents shall come, greeting. Whereas ' ' 
order to promote the welfare, by providing for the Education of the Poor of Ireland, it is expedient that 
the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, should be invested with the powers and privile-res 
hereinafter contidned. Know ye TiiEREFoaic, that We, of our special grace, certain knowledge and 
mere motion, by and with the advice and consent of our right trusty and weH-heloved Councillor 
William Lord Heytesbcst, Knight Grand Cross of the most Honourable Military Order of the Bath' 
our Lieuten.tnt-General and General Governor of Ireland, and according to the tenor of our letter 
under oiir Privy Signet and Royal Sign Manual, bearing date at oiu- court at Saint James’ the 
Seventh day of xVugust, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-five, in the Ninth Year of "our 
Reign, and now onrolled in the Rolls of onr Higli Court of Chancery in Ireland, have granted 
constituted, and declared, and by these Presents for Us, our Heirs and Successors, We do grant* 
constitute, and declare, that the Most Reverend Father in God, our right trusty and right entirely 
beloved Cousin and Councillor, Richard, Arcublsiiop op Dublin, Primate of Ireland, our trusty am! 
well-beloved the Most Reverend Archbishop D.o.tel Murr.w, our trusty and welt-beloved Fhasc 
Sadlier, Doctor in Divinity, Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, our right trusty and well-belovod 
Councillor, Aktiiony Ricilvud Blake, our trusty and well-beloved Robert Holjies, Esquire, Barrister- 
at-law, our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor, Sir Patrick Bellew, Baronet, our ti'usty and 
well-beloved Richard Wilson Greene, Esquire, our Solicitor-General in that part of our said United 
Kingdom, called Ireland, our trusty and well-beloved, Poolet Shobldham Henry, Doctor in Divinity, 
our trusty and well-beloved, John Richard Coruallis, Esquire, one of our Counsel-at-luw, our trusty- 
and well-heloved Alknander Macdossrll, Esquire, and our u-usty and well-beloved Charles 
William Fit2gbrald, commonly called the Marquess of Kildare, Commissioners of National 
Education in Ireland, and all and every other person and persons who shall from time to time be 
appointed Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, by the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being (the said Commissioners, and all and every other 
person aud persons so appointed by the Lord Lientonant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland for the time being, to be removable at his or their pleasure), shall be for ever 'hereufter, one 
Body Corporate and Politic in deed and in name ; and tiiat the said Body Corporate shall he called 
“ The Commsdon,:rn ofNationalEducalion^in Ireland,” and them by the name of » Commissioners of 
National Edumiian in Ireland,” into one Body Corporate and Politic, iu deed, fact, and name for 
ever. We do for us, our Heirs and Successors, erect, constitute, establisli, confirm .and declare, by 
these Presents, and We do for us, our Heirs and Successors, grant and declare that by the same name 
of “ The Commissioners nj National Edar:ation in Ireland,” they shall have perpetual succession ; and 
that they and their Successors, by tliat name, from time to time, and at all times liereivftei-, shall bo 
able and capable iu l.aw, without our Licence in Mortmain, to have, take, purchase, receive, hold, 
enjoy, and retain to tbem and their successors in fee and perpetuity, any manors, lands, tenements, 
rents, annuities, privileges, liberties, possessions and hereditaments of what kind, nature, or quality 
soever in Ireland, not exceeding in the whole the clear yearly value of Forty Thousand Pounds 
Sterling. AND moreover to purchase and acquire any goods and chattels whatsoever ; and also to 
take and receive any sum or sums of money, or any manner or portion of goods and chattels that shall 
to them be given, granted, devised, or bequeathed by any person or persons, Bodies Corporate and 
Politic, capable to malce a gift or devise thereof, and therewith and thereout to erect, maintain, and 
support in all places of that part of our said United Kingdom called Ireland, where they shall deem 
the same to be most necessary and convenient, such and as many Schools as they shall think proper. 
And also, to give, grant, alien, assign, and dispose of any manors, lands, tenements, rents, hereditaments 
goods and chattels, and to do and execute all and singular other matters, and things necessaiily 
relating thereunto. And also, to give and grant any Lease or Leases of any lands or tenements 
belonging to, or which may hereafter belong to, the said Body Corporate and Politic, for any term 
not exceeding three lives, or Thirty-one years : Provided, that any such alienation, and tliat every 
such Lease or Leases be made with the approbation of the major part of the Membws of the said 
Body Corporate then present, (such major part being at least three in number,) and every Lease so to 
be made shall be of lands in possession and not in reversion. And We do also for us, our Heirs, and 
Successors, give and grant unto every subject or subjects whatsoever, of us, our Heirs, and Suocessoi-s, 
whether incorporated or not incorporated, special licence, power, faculty, and authority to give, grant, 
sell, alien, assign, dispose or bequeath unto the said Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
and their Successors, for the use and benefit of them, and their Successors, any manors, lands, tenements, 
rents, privileges, liberties, possessions and hereditaments of what nature or kind soever, within that 
part of ouv said United Kingdom called Ireland, so as the same do not exceed in the whole the 
clear yearly sum of Forty Thousand Pounds sterling ; and that the said Body Corporate and their 
Successors, by tlie name of “ The Commissioners of National Education in Ireland,” shall and may 
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plead and te impleaded, sue and be sued, answer and bo answered, defend and be defended, in all or Appesdi.-c IX 

any Courts and places, and before any Judges, Justices, Oificers of us, our Heirs and Successors, in all - 

and singular actions, pleas, suiu, plaints, matters, and demands, of v.-liat kind or quality soever, they iHcorpo. 

shall be in the same manner and form, and as fully and amply as any of our subjects of our realm ma.y 
or eau do, sue or be sued, plead or bo impleaded, answer or be answered unto, defend or bo defended'. 

AXD that the said Body Corporate shall and may have and use a common Seal for the affairs and 
business of National Education in Irehmd; aud that it shal laud may be lawful for the said bodv 
Corporate and their suecessoi-s, the same Seal from time to time to change, alter, or make new as to 
them shall seem proper. As© We do hereby fur us, our Keirs, and Successors, ordain, declare and 
direct, that whenever the said Comraissionors, or either, or any of tliani, or nnv other person or 
persons to be appointed in their place or in succession to them, or any of them, shall by death, 
resignation, removal, or otherwise, cease to bo a Commissioner or Commisi-ioners of National 
Education in Ireland, then and in every such case it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieuteuaut. 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, by Warrant under Hand aud 
Seal, to appoint oue other person in the place and stead of any such person so ceasing to be such 
Commissioner respectively, aud any such person so to be appointed shall accordingly be and become 
one of the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, and Member of the Corporation lierehy 
constitutecl. Asd We do hereby for us, our Heirs, and Successors, grant, declare, and appoint that it 
shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Govemor.s of Ireland for 
the time being, if it shall appear fit to him or them, respectively, to increase the number of the 
Commissioners of Natloual Education in Ireland: Provided, however, that the whole number of persons 
intended by virtue of these Presents to be incorporated, as aforesaid, do not at any time exceed 
fifteen, but may consist of any less number. L-vStly, We do by these Presents, for us, our Heirs and 
Successors, grant unto the said Body Corporate, by the name of “ The Cimmissionsrs of Tialionul 
Eduention iii. Ireland^’ and to their Successors, that these our Letters Patent, or the enrolment Lereot^ 
shall be in and by all things good, firm, valid, sufiiclent, and effectual in the Law, according to the 
true intent and meaning thereof, and shall be taken, consU-ued, mid adjudged, in ibe most favourable 
and beneficial sense, fur the best advantage of the said Body Corporate and their Successors, as well 
in all Courts of Records as elsewhere, and by all and singular the Officers and Ministers whomsoever 
and wheresoever of us, our Heirs and Successoi's: Provided always th-at these our letters jiatent he 
enrolled in our High Court of Chnuccry in Ireland, within the space of Six Calendar Months, next 
ensuing the date hereof. — In Witness whereof We have caused these our Letters to be made Patent.

Rules and Heodlations of the Commissioners of National Ej>ocation, aud Directions RuU-sami Hvgniu- 
for anakiii" Application for Aid towards the Bdildinu of School-houses, or for 
tho Support of Schools. 

L— The Commisaouers grunt aii towm-dstho Building and Support of Schools of two classes, 

Elementary Schools and Schools of Indusiry ; but they can grant siid only to a limited number of the 
latter, and these must bo at certain distances from each other. It is m indispensable condition for 
aid towards a School of Imlustrv, that a Work-room shall bo annexed to it, if ii be situated in a City 
or Town; and if it be a Country or Rural School, that a certain qu.intity of land shall be provided 
for Garden Culture. . , -n i * • 

It is, however, for the Patrons of each Natioiuil School to determine whelher they will make Agri- 
cultural or other’ industrial insii-uction part of the Education which it affords. It is for the pommis- 
sioners to do what they can in aid of thoir efforts, by having the teacliors taught tho principles and 
practice of improved Agriculture during their Training Course, and by receiving Agricultural Pupils 
at the Model Farm, Glasnevin. The Commissioners consider Schools for Females as of the class of 
Elementary Schools; but they require that iusU-uetion be there given iu Sewing, Knitting, and other 
works suited to Females. 



II. As to Gove^’iiment of Schools mth respect to Attendance and Religious Ijistmction. 

1. The ordinary School business, during which all children, of whatever denomination they may 
be, are required to attend, is to embrace a specified number of hours each day.

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Appendix X. 2. Opportunities are to be afforded to the Children of each School for receiving such reli^ous 
instructiou as their parents or guardians approve of. 

Buies and Eegula- 3. The Patrons of the several Schools have the right of appointing such religious instruction as 
they may think proper to be given therein, provided that eacli School be open to Children of all 
comraunions ; that due regard be had to parental right and authority ; that, accordingly, no child be 
compelled to receive, or be present at, any religious instruction to which bis parents or guardians 
object ; and that the time for giving it be so fixed, that no child shall be thereby, in effect, excluded, 
directly or indirectly, from the other advantages which the School affords. Subject to this, religious 
instruction may be given either during the fixed School hours or otherwise. 

4. In Schools, towards the building of which the Commissioners have contributed, and which are, 
therefore, vested in Trustees for the purposes of National Education, or, which are vested in the 
Conunissioners in their Corporate capacity, such p.ostors or other persons as shall be approved of by 
the parents or guardians of the Children respectively, shall have access to them in the Sclionl-room,. 
for the purpose of giving them religious insti-uction there, at convenient times to be appointed for 
that purpose, whether those pastors or persons shall have signed the original application or otherwise. 

5. In Schools NOT VESTED, hut which receive aid only by way of Sal, ivy an^ Books, it is for the 
Patrons to determine whether religious instruction shall be given in the Srhool-room or not ; but if 
they do not allow it in the School-room, the Childi'cn whose parents or guardians so desire, must be 
allowed to absent themselves from the school, at reasonable times, for the purpose of receiving such 
instniction elsewhere. 

6. The reading of the Scriptures, either in the Protestant Authorized or Douay Version, as well as 
the teaching of Catechisms, comes within the rule as to religious instruction. 

7. The rule as to religious instruction applies to Public Prayer and to all other religious exercises. 

8. The Coinraissioners do not insist on the Scripture Lessons being read in any of the National 
Schools, nor do they allow them to be read during the time of secular or litei'ary instruction, in any 
School attended by Children, whose parents or guardians object to their being so read. In such case 
the Cooimissioners prohibit the use of them, except at the times of religious instructiou, when the 
persons giving it may use these Lessons, or not, as they think proper. 

9- Whatever arrangement is made in any School for giving religious insti-uction, must be publicly 
noti/ied in tile School-room, in order that those Children, and those only, may be present whose 
parents or guardians allow them. 

10. If any other books than the Holy Scriptures, or the standard books of the Church to which 
the Children using them belong, are employed in communicating i-eligious instruction, the title of 
each is to be made known to tbe Commissioners. 

1 1. The use of tlie books published by the Commissioners is not compulsory ; but the titles of all 
other boobs which tbe Conductors of Schools intend for the ordinarv School business, are to be 
reported to the Commissioners ; and none are to be used to which they object ; but they prohibit such 
only as may appeal- to them to contain matter objectionable in itself, or objectionable for common 
instruction, as peculiarly belonging to some particular religious denomination. 

12. A Registry is to be kept in each School of the dmly attendance of the Scholars, and the average 
attendance, according to the Form furnished by the Commissioners. 



iiiscellaneoiis. HI- — Miscellaneous. 

1. It is the earnest wish of Her Majesty’s Government, and of the Commissioners, that the Clergy 
and Laity of the different religious denominations in the country should co-operate u-ith one another 
in conducting National Schools. 

-2. When any School is received by the Commissioners into connexion with them, the inscription 
“ Nation, vL School,” aiui no other ^ shall be put up conspicuously on the School-house ; and when 
a School-house is built, partly by aid from diem, a stone is to be introduced into the wall having that 
inscription cut upon It. 

3. The Commissioners require that no use shall be made of the School-rooms for any jiurpose 
tending to contention, such as the noLDiKG op political meeti.vgs in them, or bringing into them 
political petitions or documents of any kind for signature. 

4. The Commissioners require that the National School-rooms shall not be converted into places 
of PUCLtC WORSIIII'. 

5. The Coiumissioiiers require the School-rooms to be used exclusiuely for the purpose of education; 
and any breach of this rule will be held to be a vLolallon of the principles of the National Education 
System. 

6. The Commissioners require that the principles of the following Lesson, or of a Lesson of a similar 
import, be strictly inculcated in all Schools admitted into connexion with the Board, and that a copy 
of the Lesson itself be hung up in each School. 

Christians should endeavour, as the Apostle Paul commands them, to “live peaceably with all men,” (Bom. 
eh. xii. V. 17,) even with those of a ditterent reliaioua persua^on. 

Our Saviour, Christ, commanded his disciples to “love one another.” He tai^ht them to love even their 
enemies, to bless those that cursed them, and to pray for those who persecuted them. He himself prayed 
lor his murderers. 

Many men liold ei-i'oiicous Doctrines, but we ought not to hate or persecute them. We ought to seek for 
the tnitli, and to hold fast what we are convinced is the truth ; but not to treat harshly tliose w!io ate in 
error. Jesus Clirist did not intend his religion to be forced on men by violent means. He would notidlow 
lus diiciides to fiidit for him. 

If any persons trMt us luikindly, wo must not do the same to them ; for Christ and liis apostles have taught 
US not to return evil for evil. If we would obey Christ, we must do to others, not as they do to us, but as 
we would wish them to do to us. 

Quarrelling with our neighbours and abusing them, is not the way to convince them tliat we are in the 
riglit and they in the vvroiig. It i.< more likely to convince them that we have not a Christinti spirit. 

\\ e ought to show ourselves followers of ClirLst, who, “ when he was reviled, reviled not again,” (1 Pet. 
eh. ii. V. 23,) by behaving gently aud fciudly to every one. 

7. ^ The Commissioners regard the attendance of any of tlieir Teachers at Meetings held for 
political purposes, or their taking part in elections for Members of Parliament, except by voting, as 
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incompatible wiih the performance of their duties, and as a violation of rule which will render them Appewojx X. 
liable to dismissal. __ 

8. Should the CorainissionerB consider any Teacher employed in a School under the Board unfit for R'Jles end Regula- 
his office, or otherwise objectionable, they require that he be dismissed and another provided. Teachers 
are also liable to be fined or suspended, at all times, when the Commissioners shall deenr it necessary 
on sufficient causa been shown. 

9- The Commissioners by tliemselves, or their Officers, are to be allowed to visit and examine the 
Schools whenever they think fit. Those who visit on the part of the Commissioners are furnished 
with credentials under ibeir seal. 



IV . — Inspection of Schools. 

1. aujussioit of visirons. 



Inspection of 
Sdiools. 



1. The Public generally must have free access to every National School, during the hours devoted 
to secular instruction, — not to talic part in the ordinary business, nor to interrupt it, but, as Visitors, 
to observe how it is conducted. 

2. Every Teacher of a National School is to receive courteously Visitors of all denominations, to 
afford tliem free access to the School-room, and full liberty to observe what books are in the hands of 
the Children, or upon the desks ; what tablets are hung upon the walls, and what is the method of 
teaching ; but they are by no means required to permit any person to interrupt the business of the 
School, by asking questions of Children, examining classes, calling for papers of any kind, or, in any 
other way, diverting the attention of either Teachers or Scholars from their usual business, 

3. Should any Visitors wish for information which they cannot obtain by such an inspection, it 
is the duty of the Teachers to refer them to the Patrons or Managers of the School for it. 

4. Every Teacher is required to have his Visitors’ or Daily Report Book lying upon his desk, that 
Visitors may, if they choose, enter remarks’in it. Such remarks as may be miulo, the Teaehei-s are 
by no means to alter or erase ; and the Superintendent of the district is required to transmit to the 
Commissioners copies of such remarks as he niaydeem of sufficient importance to be made known to them. 

6. As the religious instruction of the Children is under the control of the Clergyman or Lay person 
communicating it with the approbation of their parents, the Commissioners can give no liberty to any 
other Visitor, whether Clergyman or Layman, to interfere therewith. 



2. ' IN'SPECTIOS BT THE COMMISSIONBaS OR TIIEIK OPFICEHS. 

1. The Cotomissiouers do not take the control or regulation of any School, except their own 
Model Schools, dii-ectly into their own hands, but leave all Schools aided by them under the authority 
of the Local Conductors. The Superintendents, therefore, are not to give direct orders, as on the 
part of the Board, respecting any necessary regulations, hut to point out such regulations to the 
conductoi-s of the School that they may give the requisite orders. 

2. The Commissioners require that every’ National School be inspected by the Svpe^-iniendent of 
the district, at least three times in each year. 

3. The Supinlnleiidant, on each inspection, is to communicate with the Patron or Correspondent, 
for the purpose of affording information concerning the general state of the School, imd pomting out 
such violations of rule, or defects, if any, as he may have observed; and he is to make such sug- 
gestions as he may deem necessary. 

4. He is to examine tlio Visitors’ Book, or Daily Report Book, and to transmit to the Commis- 
sioners copies of any observations made tlierein which he may consider to be of importance. 

5. He IS not to make any observation in the Book, except the date of hU visit, the time occupied 
in the inspection of the School, showing the precise time at which it commenced, and the precise time 
at which it terminated ; and also the number of Scholars present. 

fi. Upon orcUnary occasions, he is not to give any intimation of his intended visit ; but during the 
middle term of the year, from 1st of May to the 31st of August, when the in.speetion is to he public, 
he is to make such previous aiTungements with the Local Managers, as will facilitate the atteudance of 
the parents of the Children, anil other persons interested in the welfare of the Schools. 

7. He is to report to tlie Commissioners the result of each visit, and to use every means to obtain 
accurate inl'ormatioa as to the diseipUue, management, and methods of instruction pursued in the 
School. 

8. He is to examine all the classes in succesaon, in their different brandies of study, so as to 
enable him to ascertain the degree and efficiency of the instruction imparted. 

9. He is to examine the Class Rolls, Register, and Daily Report Book; and to report with 
accuracy what is the actual number of Children receiving- instruction at the School, and what is the 
daily average attendaiuie. 

10. He is to receive a monthly Report from the Teacher of each ScIjooI, and also to make one 
quarterly himself to the Commissioners in aildition to his ordinary Report upon the School after 
each visit. 

11. He is also to supply the Commissioners with such local information as they may from time to 
time require from him, and to act as their agent iu all matters in which they may employ him ; but 
he is not invested with authority to decide upon any question affecting a National School, or the 
general business of the Coinmissimicrs without their direction. 

12. When applications tor aid are referred to the Superintendent, he is to communicate with the 

applicant so as to iusure an interview, and also with the Clergymeu of the different denominations in 
the iieighbouihood, with the view of usu-rtaining their sentiments on the case, and whether they have 
any, and what, objections thereto. He is also to communicate personsdiy, if necessary, with any other 
individuals in the neighbourhood. _ _ , , • 

13. The Supernitendciit is to avoid all discussions of a religious or political nature; he is to 
exhibit a courteous and eoneillatoi’y demeanour towards all persons with whom he is to conimunicatc, 
and to pursue such a line of conduct os will tend to uphold the just influence and authority both of 
Manag-ers and Teachers

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20 APPENDIX TO THIRTEENTH REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 

V. — .4,9 to Appointment, Conduct of Teachtm, ^'C. 

1. The appointmcHt of Teachers rests wtli the Local Patrons and Coranuttees of Schools. But 
the Commissionei-3 are to be satisfied with the fitness of each, botli as to character and general qualifi. 
cation. He should be a person of Christian sentiment, of calm temner, and iliseretioti; he should he 
imbued with a -sph-it of jtetico, of obedience to the law, and of loyalty to his Sovereign; he should not 
only possess tho art of cninnuinicatiiig knowledge, but be capable of moulding the mind of youth and 
of gbing to the power which education confers, n useful direction. These are the qualities for which 
Pati'otis of Schools, when making choice of Teachers, should anxiously look. 'J'hey are those which 
the Commissioners are anxious to find, to encourage, and to rev.-anl. 

2, The Commissioners have provided a Normal Establishment in Mnrlborough-strect, Dublin for 
training Teachers, and educating persons who are intended to undertake the chni-gc of Schools ■ aud 
they do not sanction the appointment of a Teacher to any School, unless he shall have been previously 
tJ'aincd at. the Normal Establishment ; or shall have been pronounced duly qiuililied by the Superin- 
tendent of the District in which the School is situated. 

.■5. Teachers selected by the Commissioners for admission to the Normal Establishment, must pro- 
duce a Certificate of good character from the officiating Clergymtm of the eoinmuuioQ to which they 
belong; and mus: pass through an e.xaminntion in the Books published by tho Cotnmissioiici's. They 
are to bo boai-ded and lodgetl at tho establishments provided by the Board for the pm-pose, in Dublio 
and at Gl.isnevin, in the immediate neighbourhood of Dublin, to which latter an Agricultural 
department is attached. They arc to receive religious instruction from their respective Pastors, who 
attend on Tuesdays at the Norma! Establishinsnt ; and on Sundays they are required to atteud their 
respective places of Wor.ship ; and a vigilant supeiintendence is nt all times exorcised over their moral 
conduct. 

4. They arc to attend upon live days in the week at the Training and Model Schools, where lectures 
are duliveicd on different branches of knowledge, and where they are practised in the art of Teaching. 
They ai-e to recei\’e instruction in j\gricullure daily } and they attend on Saturdays at the Farm at 
Glasnovin, ivbich is conducted under tho direction of tlie Commissioners, and wlu-re they see theory 
reduced to practice. They undergo a final exiimimuion at tlie close of their course, and each will 
then receive a certificate according to liis deserts. The course of truiningat present occupies a period 
of four months and a half, and for a considerable time previous to their being summoned, they are 
required to prepare themselves for the course. 

5. Teachers of Schools unconnected with the National Board, if properly recommended, arc also 
admitted to attend the Normal Establishment, as ilay pupils, without any charge for tuition ; but such 
persons maintain themselves at their own expense. 

G. The Commissioners grant salaries to tho Teachers, varying from /8 to £20 (and, in the caseof 
Female Teachers, from £8 to £16)_ per annum, according to the class iu which they may be placed, 
regard being hud to their qualifications, the aanrago number of Children in attendance, the state of 
the School, and the extent of tho instruction afforded in it. 

7. Teachers of National Schools are divided into three classes, .to which tho following salaries are 
attaclied: — 1st, or highest class, .£20; 2nd, £15; 3rd, £12 per annum; and, in tho caseof Female 
Tcachei-s, 1st, or highest, £15 ; 2ud, £12; .'lid, £10 per annum. 

8. Masters and Mistresses not sufficiently qualified for Classtfication, ooustltuto a P7-ohationmy 
Class, aud receive at most £8 per jumum oacli, in which they must remaiir for at least One Feor. 
They are afterwards to be e.xamiued by tho Superintondoiit of tho District, or, if in training, by the 
P*rofcsiors, and such us are deemed sufliciently qualified to he placed in a higher Class, receive the 
increaxe. «/ Satwy Ui tchicli they may becoine evtitlcd, frmn the, mvime^icevieut of the second Yea 7 \ 

9. National Teachers are eligible 1o be re-cla.<sed at tlio termination of one yoai', from the date of 
any previous classific.ation. They are also liable to be (/epres-uiil a Class if they have conducted 
themselves improperly, or if their 'Schools have declinecl, either as regaidR attfudance, or in any other 
respect. 

10. Ti’.c Commissioners require that a. further income be secured to tho Teacher, either by local 
Subscription or School- fees, to such amount in each case as they may direct ; and the Commissioners 
also requii'e that the payments mndo by the Children shall not be "ilimiulshcd iu consequence of any 
increase of Salary which may bo awarded to the 'I'oaeher. 

11. Ill Schools consisting of Male and Female Children, occupying the same room, under tlio cam 
of one .Male Icachor, tho Commissioners grant a Salary not exceeding .£() per annum to a 'I'eaciier of 
Needlework, provided tlio average daily attendance of Cliikireu bo sufficiently large to warrant tho 
Commissioners iu so doing. 

12. Iu ficbools attended by Female Children only, under the care of a Female Teacher, such 
Teacher must be competent to conduct the Needlewor’lc, ns well ns tlie Literary Department. 

13. The Coinmifsioiiers also grant Salaries to iVssistiint Literary Toacliers, not more than £8 per 
annum each, in all Schools wliwe, in their opinion, the daily average attoiidanco is so large os to 
render ndditimial Teachers necessary. 

14. Sahgio.s arc grunted by the CnmiiuKsioners to the Tenchcrs i)idivifhu/Uy. No new Teacher, 
therefore, is to receive a Salary from them unless they have first approved of him ; the amount is 
roguluted by the Cla.ss in wltich he may be placed. 

Vl—Jico/cs. 

1. The Commissioners fnniish gratuitously to each School a first Stock of School-books, in propor- 
tion to tho attendance of Children, which is renewed at the end of every four years. They are to 
be kept a.8 a Seliool Stock,' for which the Master or Mistress is held responsible, and they ai-e on no 
account to be taken out of the School. The Commissioners also supply Books from time to time for 
the general use of tho Children, aud Scliool Requisites, such as paper, slates, quills, &ic., at reduced 
rates. 

2. The Funds of tho Commissioners do not enable them to give a Free Stock sufficiently large for 
the entire wants of the School. It consists chiefly of Bonks and Lessons suited to the Junior Classes, 
vis.: — Spelling and Rending Tablets, First, Second, and Third Boola, Grammars, Arithmetics, Copy 
Lines, and Arithmetical Tablets, also a Register and Report Book. The more advanced Lesson Boolcs, 
Maps, Slates, Pencils, and Stationery are to be purchased at the reduced rates. 
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3. When Boolcs, &e., purchased from the Comraissioners at the reduced price, arc sold to the children 
attending a National School, it is directed that in no cose shall any advance be made on these prices; 
and tlie Superintendents have instructions to inquire into, and report upon, any infraction of tliis rule. 

4. Books are supplied to Schools for the pool', not in connexion with the National Boanl, upon 
special application, at prices considerably lower than those at which they arc sold to the public. 

VII.— Building. 

1 . Before any grant is made towards Building a School-house, the Commissioners are to be satisfied 
that a necessity exists for such a School, that an eligible siie has been procured, that a satisfactory 
Lease of the site will be executed to tho Commissioners in tlieir Corporate capacity ; and that the 
applicant parties are prepared to raise, by local contribution, at least onc-thirdof the whole sura which 
the Commissioners deem necessai-y for the erection of the House, providing Furniture, 5ie. 

2. If the proposed site be for a School in a Rural District, and be within three statute miles of a 
School-house, towards tho erection of which the Commissioners have contributed aid, no grant can 
be made. 

3. Although the Commissioners do not absolutely refuse aid towards the erection of School-houses 
on ground connected with a place of Worship, yet they much prefer having them erected on ground 
which is not so connected, where it can be obtained ; they therefore require that, before Church, 

Chapel, or Meeting-house ground ha selected as the site of a School-house, strict inquiry he made 
whether another convenient site can be obtained, and that the result shall be stated to them. 

4. Tile School premises must be vested in the Commissioners, at a nominal rent, and for such term, 
under the circumstances, as tliey may deem necessai'y. 

5- The Commissioners will keep iu repair the School-house and Furniture, where the premises are 
vested in them in their Corporate capacity. 

6. When grants are voted towards tlie Building, &c,, of a School-house, tho convci'ance must he 
duly executed before the teyks ure commenced. 

7. No grant can be made until the Superiutendent shall have reported upon «dl the elrcurastances 
of the case. 

8. The Commissioners dotermiiie, from the information afforded them, the dimensions of the proposed 
Building. 

9. The Commissioners cannot in any case pay more than two-thirds of the sum which they may 
deem necessary for the erection of the School-house (including Fuvniture, &c.); aud they invariably 
require tliat the remaining one-third, at least, shall be locally provided for. 

10. Tlie cost of tlie House, &c., is determined by the number of Children which it is intended to 
accommodate, allowing au area of sis square fact for each child. 

E-campla. — A School-house capable of aecoininodating one hundred Children should contain 
not less than an area of six Imndred squaa'e feet, and should bo 10 feet high to the wall- 
plate. 

11. The Commissi;)iiers furnish instruetlons as to the Plan and Spocificatimi, to which the patties 
receiving aid are bound strictly to adhere, 

12. The Coininissioticrs do not contribute to the onianientiiig of School-houses, but merely to such 
expendituro as may be necessary for having the Children accommodated in plain, substantial buildings. 

If buildings of another description lie prelcrred, the whole of the extra expense must, be provided by 
the applicants. , . . /• rr. i 

1 3. Tho Commissioiiore do not contribute towards tho expense of erecting Residencos for tlieTeachers, 
except iu the case of a District Model Seliool. 

14. The House, Furnituve, &c., must bo completed, the Teacher or Teachcre appointed, and the 
School in operation, before the gnmts cau be paid. 

15. The whole of the works must be compteted within twelve months from tho date of tire execution 
of the Lease (unless bv special permission), or the grants will be forfeited. 

16. The Commissionci-s do not make advances or instalments of their grants. 

17. Previous to the payment of the grants, a Certificate, according to a Form furnished, must be 
forwarded to the Coimiiissioners, stating that tho School-house, Furniture, &c.,^ have been completed 
in a satisfactory and workmanlike manner, and built according to the dimensions and directions set 
forth in tlie Plan and Sjiccification. This Certificate to be signed by the Miuiager, and by the Con- 
tractor. The work to be approved of by tlie Superintendent of the District, or by any other person 
authorized by the Conimis.sioners or the Government to examine it ; and if a question fU'ise as to the 
expenditure incurred, the uecounts must be submitted to any audit which may be deemed necessary. 

18. The Commissioners do not make grants to purchase Sclmol-houscs, nor to pui'chase, alter, or 
furnish other Houses, for the purpose of being converted into School-houses.

Ylll— Aids to Schools previously established. 



1. The aid granted to Schools previously established, is limited to Salary and Books. 

2. Before such aid can be granted, the Commissioners must be satisfied that the case is deserving of 
assistance; that there is reason to expect that the Schoolwill be efficientlv and permanently supported- 
that some local provision will be made in aid of the Teacher’s Salary, either by School fees or other- 
wise ; that the School-house is In good repair, and provided with a sufficient quantity of suitable 
Furmture; that a competent Teacher has been appointed ; that the School is in operation ; and that 
there is a sufirienl daily average attendance of Children. 

3. Before the Commissioners consider any application for aid, they require, from tho Superintendent 
ot the District, a report upon all the circumstances of the case. 

4. To entitle a Scliool to a continuance of aid, the House and Furniture must he kept in sufficient 

repair by means of I umI contributions ; the School conducted, in all respects, in a satisfactory manner 
and m accordance with the regulations of the Commissioners; and it must appear, from the Reeister 
of the School, tliat there is a sufficient daily average attendance of Pupils. °

All newly-appointed Teachers who isave not previously conducted National Schools, are placed in 
the Probationary Class, in which they must remain for at least One Year. They arc afterwards 
examined by the Superintendent of the District, or if in the Training School, by the Professors ; 
and such as are deemed sufficiently qualified to be placed in a highei- Class, receive the Jiill amount 
to which they may become enlilUd from the commencement of the Second Year of their sendee under

Examinations are held from time to time by the Superintendents, with the view of raising merito- 
rious Teachers to a higher Class, or of depressing others, who may have conducted themselves 
improperly, or in whose Schools the attendance has considerably deoi-eased.

Subscriptions or School Pees. This Buie tvill be strictly enforced. 

Fixed Salaries having been attached to each Class, no applications for a further increase will be 
hereafter entertained. 

Every Teacher must remain for at least Twelve Months in the Class in which he is placed, before 
he is eligible for promotion, unless in the case of Teachers who may have been trained in the interval. 

The Commissioners (under particular circumstances) will grant Salaries to

Mistresses to teach Needlework, • 6 do.

Twelve Practical Rules for the Tcackers of National Schools. 

1. Tfce Tcach?rs of National Scliools are requirsd— To keep at least one copy of the Gcnbkal Lessos sas|wndcd 
conspicnously ia the School-room, and to iiicolcate the jiiinciplcj cDuteiued in it on the minds of their I’npils. 

2. To exclode from the School, etcepi at the honrs set apart for RelJgioas Instruction, all Cateclusms and Books 
inculcaliag peculiar ralijjious oj.iuious. 

3. To avoid fairs, markets, and meetings— bnt, aiiove all, ronirtcAi, meetings of every kind; to abstain from 
controverey ; and to do nothing either in or out of School which might have a tendency to confine it to any one deno- 
mination of Children. 

4. To keep the Register, Report Book, and Class Lists accurately and neatly, and according to the precise form 
prescribed by the Board. 

o. To classify the Children according to the National School Books; to study those Books themselves ; and to teach 
according to the improved method, as pointed out iu their several prefaces. 

6. To ob.servu themselves, and to impress npon the minds of their Pupils, the great role of regularity and order— 

A Tl.UB AMO A PLACE POK EVCnV THINU, AND EVERT THING IS ITS PBOPEB TI3ID AND PLACE. 

7. To promote, both by precept and e*am]de, ceeani-ixcss, sb.itness, and decescv. To effect this, the Teachers 
should .«et an example of cle.anlipess and neatness in tbeir own persona, and iu the stale and gon-.-rai appearance of 
their Schools. They should also sathfv themselves, by personaf inspection every morning, tliat the Cliililren liavo 
had their hands and faces washed, tlioir Iimr combed, .md oloihes cleaned, and, when necessary, mended. The School 
apartments, too, should be swept and dusted every eaehing; and white-washed at least once a year. 

8. To pay the strictest atteatinn to the morals and general conduct of their PupQs, and to omit no opportunity of 
inculcating the j)rinoiples of truth and honesty : the duties of respect to superiors, and obedience to all persons 
placed in authonty over them, 

9. To evince a regard for the improvement and general welfare of their Pupils, to treat them with kindness, com- 
bined with firmuess, aud to aim at gorersing item by their affections and reason, rather than by harshness and 
severity. 

10. To cultivate kindly and affectionate feelings among their pupils; to disconntenance fionrrelling, cruelty to 
animals, and every approach to vice. 

11. To record in the School Report Book the amount of all grants made by the Board, and the purposes for which 
they were made.

12. To take strict care of the Free Stock of Books granted by the Board ; and to endeavour to keep the Schoo 
constantly supplied with National School Books and Requisites, for sale to the Children, at Ihe redneed prices charged 
by the Commissioners.
